Sixty-four downtown buildings in question 


Sixty-four downtown Sierra Madre buildings are 
among those listed as unreinforced masonry 
buildings (U.R.M.), labeled “potentially hazard¬ 
ous buildings” by Stephen Pock, building inspector. 

He reports, “Widespread concern over earth¬ 
quake safety caused the State Legislature to pass 
SB 547 in 1986. This law requires every local juris¬ 
diction in Seismic Zone 4 to create a list of 
’potentially hazardous buildings’ that identifies cer¬ 


tain buildings which contain walls constructed of 
brick or other masonry materials, built before earth¬ 
quake resistant codes were enforced, and which do 
not have steel bars embedded in the walls. Such 
buildings, commonly called ‘unreinforced masonry 
buildings,’ may not withstand earthquakes well, 
and they have caused many injuries and deaths 
in large earthquakes.”

Mark Mueller to Washington, 
D.C. for fire caucus dinner 


Marc Mueller, past Sierra Madre Fire Chief 
and C.S.F.A. Committee for Volunteers, will repre¬ 
sent the California State Fireman’s Association 
at the inaugural dinner of the federal Congressional 
Fire Service Institute, to be held Apr. 12, in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., C.S.F.A. President Bud Dillon will 
accompany Mueller. 

The Fire Service Institute is a nonprofit or¬ 
ganization which is the fund-raising body for the 
Congressional Fire Caucus, the latter which was 
founded a little over a year ago by Congressman 
Curt Weldon. Weldon saw a need to lobby federal 
legislators around the fire service, and direct atten¬ 
tion to the fire problem in America, focusing 
the direction of Capitol Hill on issues important 
to the fire service as a whole, and the volunteers 
in particular. Congressman Weldon’s interest in 
establishing the caucus was centered around the 
past service as a volunteer fire chief in his home 
state of Pennsylvania. 

The caucus was formed 18 months ago by 
three Congressman, and has grown to be the second 
largest on Capitol Hill, with over 320 Senators 
and Representatives signed on. 


President Bush is featured as the keynote speak¬ 
er of the Fire Service Institute Dinner, and Mueller 
has received word that both the Vice President 
and Speaker of the House will be present at a 
pre-dinner reception. 

While in Washington, Dillon and Mueller have 
scheduled a meeting with gubernatorial candidates, 
and California Senator Pete Wilson, to discuss issues 
relative to California’s fire problems, and, they will 
also go on a V.I.P. tour of the White House 
on Thursday morning. 

At the conclusion of the activities in Wash¬ 
ington, President Dillon will accompany Mueller, 
also California Director to the National Volunteer 
Fire Council, to the semi-annual meeting of the 
council, in Myrtle Beach, S.C. While in Myrtle 
Beach Mueller will attend the inaugural meeting (tf 
the National Fire Council Foundation, Hoard o! 
Directors, a spot which he has recently been appoint¬ 
ed to, along with 10 other individuals, five from 
the council and five from the private sector, to 
govern the newly formed foundation. He will alsi' 
represent California in the routine operations of the 
council. 

The Californians will return on Apr, 16.

homes began, aside from 
the obvious inconven¬ 
iences of noisy machinery 
sounding off at the crack 
of dawn, other unfore¬ 
seen problems also 
arose. Shortly after 
ihe wild oaks were 
torn down (which to the 
'oest of my knowledge 
is illegal in the state 
of California) and the hill 
was leveled, serious 
mudslides resulted, 
which were tremendous 
fun for a 12-year-old, 
but were disastrous for 
the homeowners just 
below. Loose gravel 
from the construction site 
on the road where the 
Chantry Flats gate 
now stands later 
caused at least one 
automobile accident. 
Being the only eye-wit¬ 
ness, I remember it vividly. 
Knowing these and other 
easily preventable prob¬ 


lems could happen 
again, 1 feel local 
residents have every 
right to protest this 
land development. 

If homes are built 
on the proposed lots, 
the Chantry Flat gate, 
which has only been in 
existence since May 15, 
1987, would have to be 
removed. This gate, as 
you know, was stationed 
at that particular loca¬ 
tion to aid local police 
departments in monitor¬ 
ing the people travelling 
the road after dark — 
most of whom were there 
for the sole purpose of 
consuming alcohol, 
drag racing or buying 
and selling drugs. 
This was seen as a 
detriment to hikers 
that were going to 
Chantry Flat, since they 
saw first-hand the litter 
and graffiti left 
behind by those who 
chose to abuse the area. 


Now with those prob¬ 
lems finally under con¬ 
trol, I believe it would 
be a great injustice 
to the residents of 
Sierra Madre, who 
struggled to get that gate 
installed for nearly seven 
years, to simply remove 
it without tbeir con¬ 
sent, thus opening the 
area once again to the 
same problems which 
have only recently been 
remedied. 

Aside from the glorious 
view of the San 
Gabriel Valley, in 
my opinion the physical 
site of the proposed 
construction has serious 
flaws as well. Besides 
permanently destroying 
the natural beauty of the 
land, homes would 
be built directly on top 
of an active seismic fault 
in a high-risk fire zone. 
The winding road lead¬ 
ing to the homes them-

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On location in Sierra Madre

Dating back to Paramount’s 1955 production of 
“The Seven Little Foys” starring Bob Hope, Sierra 
Madre is film’s favorite Anywhere, USA. Why? 
Less palm trees. Sierra Madre happens to have 
fewer of those distinctive features of paradise than 
other Southern California locations. 

What more perfect location would you expect 
for Greenfox’s production “Return of the Living 
Dead’’ or Warner Brothers’ “Moving” with Richard 
Pryor. Part of the TV series “Falcon Crest” has 
also been filmed here along with dozens of com¬ 
mercials. 

“Spots used the most (in films) are the ceme- 
tary and the Alverno school,” remarks City of 
Sierra Madre Film Coordinator Ruth Harmon. So 
if you’re walking around town thinking you have 
deja vu, it’s just a little familiar magic from 
movieland. 

Making your dream movie on location in Sierra 
Madre does come with a price however. “Sierra 
Madre probably comes in the middle somewhere,” 
says Harmon referring to filming fees. “Burbank 
charges SlOO, which is less than Sierra Madre . . . 
Long Beach charges $650, which is more.” 

Other local areas vary greatly in price range. 
For example. West Covina doesn’t have a fee where¬ 
as Monrovia charges $468.50 for the first day and 
$234 each additional day of filming. South Pasa¬ 
dena has a fee structure similar to Monrovia but 
much pricier at $837.50 for the first day and 
$893.75 for each day thereafter. These cities all 
have filming permits. 

Slsrra Madre permit atructura 

The actual fee for filming in Sierra Madre is 
$250 for the first day and $90 per day thereafter. 
Finalizing a permit taks more time depending on 
the location. A downtown area, for example, requires 
longer procedure. Any police or fire officers en¬ 
listed to help with filming cost an additional $25 
per hour each. Use of the Sierra Madre official 
vehicles runs over and above these charges. 

Of course, film companies are also obligated 
to obtain Sierra Madre’s film permit and special 
permits to film at night or make excessive noise. 
And a $lmillion insurance policy is mandatory. 

Recently Disney Studios completed shooting a 
new feature film directed by Henry Winkler and 
starring Tom Hanks at a residence on Highland 
Avenue. Harmon describes this project as the “most 
fun.” She says, “Although rurming behind sched¬ 
ule, everyone (at Disney) tried to cooperate.” 


Even with notifications to neighbors in the area, 
not all ran smoothly. In fact. The News puWished 
a letter from one unhappy neighbor detailing remedies 
for the situation, calling on Film Coordinator Ruth 
Harmon and the City of Sierra Madre to imple¬ 
ment these changes. 

Film companies generally pay individual fam¬ 
ilies very well for the use of their house; how¬ 
ever, adjoining residences are often inconvenienced 
by the hubbub filming creates. Especially with this 
latest Disney crime feature in which the only eye¬ 
witness is a dog and some filming went on at night. 

Behind the ecenes 

So how do Sierra Madreans feel about being 
on film? Not all is rosy. Out of many local mer¬ 
chants asked to express opinion on the filming issue, 
many said they weren’t happy with it. 

Jerry Meyers from the Paper Palace led the nay¬ 
sayers with his unabashed disapproval. “Don’t like 
it; don’t want it; it hurts business,” Meyers sums 
up. “It affects everybody that runs a retail busi¬ 
ness. We don’t even get film credits.” 

In seven years he’s only been compensated 
once for having to leave his lights on all night. I’ve 
caught people on the roof shooting a movie . . . it’s 
disruptive to business and the community,” he 
continues. 

But as Bottle Shop owner Billy Sullivan says, 
“You can’t please everyone in Sierra Madre.” He 
too has a lot of problems with filming in town. 
“Some filming has been acceptable but more film¬ 
ing has been unacceptable,” Sullivan explains. Of¬ 
ten production companies run over their pre¬ 
arranged filming schedule in Sierra Madre or tie 
up parking spaces which are normally used by local 
shoppers. 

Filming “Night of the Living Dead” was par¬ 
ticularly intrusive, according to one source, citing 
excessive time delay for shooting local scenes. 
One merchant gathered 200 signatures in 24 hours 
from customers opposed to the delay. 

Some get big bang 

Once a car blew up for a commercial in 
front of Imperial bank. Although the explosion 
was pre-arranged, it went off with a bang when the 
director overstepped parameters to film from the 
middle of the street disrupting the traffic flow. 

Although it’s been said that compensation is 
the best form of courtesy, there are some locals 
who think filming is just plain fun. The number 
of spectators present during location shoots attests

And there are some local merchants like Tracv 
Miller at Happy’s who have “no problem” with 
filming in Sierra Madre. “They (film people in 
general) are very nice. They rent the (parking) 
lot,” Miller says. 

But it’s better to hang together than hang 
alone, and Sierra Madreans need to reach a 

consensus before defining terms or making 
demands for future filming. 

Take heart. Sierra Madre, it hurts being beauti¬ 
ful but at least those movie mogols recognize 
beauty when they see it.

MAIN STREET

You may recall Sierra Madre was visited 
in early March by the State Main Street Coor¬ 
dinator, Pat Noyes, for her annual On-Site 
Program evaluation. She conducted a senes of 
meetings with board members, volunteers, 
members of the Chamber of Commerce board 
as well as with city staff and Council mem¬ 
bers. 

Her written report has been received. Now 
that the board has had the opportunity to read 
the report and schedule it for detail review 
during the next several board meetings. I’ll 
share excerpts with you. 

The first section deals with Pat’s judg¬ 
ment relative to accomplishments and issues in 
the four basic program areas: organization, 
promotion, design and economic restructuring. 

“Organization is the dominant focus of 
attention in the first year of a downtown pro¬ 
gram. While the other three points of the “four

“Spring Forward, Fall back” are four 
words that contantly confuse me. A week ago, 
we “sprang” forward; however, Monday 
morning, I felt “sprung” over! 

Trying to figure this whole time-change 
thing out is really quite trying.

“Well-written bylaws, criteria for board 
participation, open membership, and detailed 
program goals and objectives further indicate 
the growth in professionalism ...” 

Turning to issues facing the Main Street 
Program, Pat’s review includes these observa¬ 
tions. “Sierra Madre Main Street program is 
confronted with four major... issues: 

1. Long term funding. 

2. Development of the Work Plan. 

3. Development of volunteers and committees 
(councils) and 

4. The short term and long term relation¬ 
ship with the Chamber of Commerce. 

“The city has committed start up funds . . . 
one of many indicators of their strong support.. . 
The healthiest Main Street budgets usually 
consist of a variety of funding sources, 
including public monies . . . and 

private monies: donations from property owners 
and corporations, membership dues, business 
assessments, profits from special events and 
earnings from programs and products. It is not 
too early for the program to be exploring all 
revenue sources...”

Alfred Uhry, who 
wrote the Pulitzer Prize 
winning “Driving Miss 
Daisy,” says that he 
wanted to show race 
relations in the South 
as they really were. A 
Southerner himself, 
the people he knows 
and has known are ladies 
and gentelmen, black 
and white, and their 
differences have been 
handled politely and 
carefully on both sides. 

The situation he has 
used to dramatize his 
theme is so simple and so 
universal that anyone 
can recognize in the 
characters people he has 
known.

Pock has completed the identification task and 
compiled the list of 64 unreinforced masonry 
buildings. 

He states that before this list is finalized, the 
city wants to be sure the list is accurate. To the 
building owners he says, “If you believe that your 
building is not an unreinforced masonry building, 
or that the building is an unreinforced masonry 
building that does not need strengthening or has 
already been strengthened against earthquakes dur¬ 
ing past renovation work, please check the appro¬ 
priate box on the attached form and mail it within 
two week.” He is attaching the form, of course. 

This initial survey and inventory was the first 
part of the effort by the city to address the 
state’s seismic safety legislation. The next task will 
be to review the risk and develop a mitigation pro¬ 
gram. 

The bill asks that the city initiate a program 
of identification by Jan. 1,1990.

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Robertson outlines plans 
for low income housing 


Chris Robertson, founder of Retirernent Hotels 
of America, is investigating the possibility'of building 
low income housing for seniors in Sierra Madre. 

He proposes a 200-room facility somewhere in 
Sierra Madre that will be geared first toward local 
people. 

“I want to see that Sierra Madreans have first 
choice at renting these rooms,” Robertson told The 
News. He explained that renters would pay a 
percentage of their income and, hopefully, the city 
would meet the balance. ‘‘We have to talk about 
this with the city,” he explained. 

Those who live in the proposed facility would 
be able to have either one- or two-person rooms, 
would be given one meal daily and could fend for 
themselves the rest of the day by using their small 
kitchenettes. Of course, there would also be a bath¬ 
room in each room. 

‘‘We would open it up for rental to Sierra Mad¬ 
reans and ask if they are within a certain in¬ 
come level or on Social Security. Of course, they 
would need to be independent, in good health and 
ambulatory. We would work with doctors in town 
concerning the continued well-being of the residents.” 

Robertson explained, ‘‘We would not be a con¬ 
valescent hospital.” 

Robertson said that they believe it would be 
perfectly affordable, low-income housing because 
‘‘there’s a dire need for this type of housing in 
this area, in every area.” 


He continued, ‘‘Seniors on fixed incomes, on 
Social Security, can’t afford anything else that s 
decent. This is what we strive for.” 

When asked if he had pinpointed a general 
area for development of such, Robertson answered 
affirmatively although he did not specify where his 
group proposed building. 

How long would such a facility take before 
it was ready for renters? 

‘‘Eight to nine months from the beginning of 
breaking ground,” he answered. He added that 
RHA would ‘‘keep to the surroundings so that the 
building design would be along the same lines of 
the city. We would welcome the city’s input on 
the building design.” 

Robertson, founder of RHA, explained that the 
executive vice president of operations, Jane Jack, 
R.N., has had over 20 years of experience in 
the senior housing industry. 

Ronald A. Reynolds, president and general 
manager, has had 25 years of business experience, 
mostly in convalescent home housing. 

Dr. James Lu, executive vice president of 
RHA, has had 10 years of experience in construc¬ 
tion and finance. ‘‘He is also a leading expert on 
the treatment of hazardous waste in the United 
States,” Robertson said of Lu.

and husband of the other councilmembers. 

Getting down to business, councilmembers 
noted their unhappiness at the continued engineer¬ 
ing change orders being sought for the Police and 
Fire Facility. 

Original project award was $432,329. With 
the change orders requested so far, the amount has 
climbed to $484,099.70. 

The council voted half-heartedly to approve 
$11,896.82 worth of change orders Tuesday evening, 
noting their displeasure. 

Bartolai said, “This represents close to $52,000 
in change orders. How many were oversights? I 
cringe. What percentage of these are oversight and 
what percentage were things undertaken after the 
fact?” 

The council sat as the CRA to adopt the 
amount. 

City Librarian Toni Buckner on behalf of the 
library received $2500 from the council for Cus¬ 
tomized Library Recovery Service (CLRS) which 
will abbreviate and streamline the present system 
of collection. 

Public hearings are planned for the next coun¬ 
cil meeting, Apr. 25, for Ordinance No. 1052 
and Ordinance No. 1053, dealing with the Hill¬ 
side Moratorium as well as three appeals to the 
City Council. The Martins at Santa Anita Drive 
who lost their request for a Tentative Tract Map 
at the last Planning Commission meeting and the 
Clarks at 311 E. Montecito Av., who also lost their 


appeal for a Tentative Parcel Map, face a public 
hearing on that same date, Apr. 25. Neighbors at 
351 Foothill Ave. will come together for a public 
hearing concerning a front yard variance for fence 
height. 

Recycling is scheduled for Apr. 25, also, which 
will round out the next council meeting to de¬ 
velop into a long evening. 

A survey is out in the community now, sent 
to Sierra Madreans by Sierra Madre Environmental 
Action Council, and residents are urged to respond 
immediately so that the program can be developed 
as quickly as possible. 

The City Council at their regular meeting Mar. 
28 reviewed the requirements of the city of Glen¬ 
dale for a recycling plan for May 1, 1989. Because 
Sierra Madre, through the SMEAC recycling cen¬ 
ter, currently disposes of approximately 275 tons 
or 2.5 percent of the waste in Sierra Madre, ad¬ 
ministration believes Sierra Madre has a good 
chance for a program. 

About 15 percent of the waste material could 
be recycled which could equal about 1677 tons. The 
required 5 percent reduction in 1990 is 559 tons. 

The City Council will deal with the 1989-90 
budget this month, with budget study sessions set 
for Apr. 20, 27 and May 4. The budget study will 
additionally address the recommendation of the 
M.S.I. analysis and report on revenue/cost and a 
cost control system for the city.

mcrce . . . We have far too much to do. Our goal 
should be making sure we don’t step on each other’s 
toes. It’s not our intent to do Chamber of Com¬ 
merce work.” 

More than enough work to go around 

Chamber of Commerce Board Member David 
May said, “There is more than enough work to 
go around.” 

Larson asked the City Council, “We’re going 
into a workshop May 21. Where and how do you 
place your chamber . . . Where do you want us 
to direct our energy? What do you want of us? 

Mayor Bartolai said, “Too much municipal 
management of the city is not what we want. 1 
don’t want to tell businesses downtown what do do 
and how to react. 1 feel uncomfortable telling 
you what to do, how to do it. I was one of three 
votes for giving money to the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and there was criticism then of getting in¬ 
volved with running the Chamber of Commerce.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler followed Bar- 
tolai’s lead, “I was also one of those three yes 
votes and I’m still very comfortable. You’ll always 
earn it (the money).” 

The all-day workshop for Chamber of Com¬ 
merce board and general members is scheduled for 
Sunday, May 21, from 9:30 to 3 p.m. 

Chamber of Commerce Village Market 

The chamber is spearheading a “Village Mar¬ 
ket” promotion which will feature not only local 
retailers but also businesses from out-of-town, ac¬ 
cording to Chamber President Larson. 

“We believe this type of fund-raiser would 
bring us funds to hire a regular director for the 
Chamber of Commerce. We hope that we will also 
make enough money after the Village Market grows 
so we can hire part-time staff to run the market. We 
hope to close Kersting Court and have all the ven¬ 
dors in that area. As the market grows, perhaps 
part of Sierra Madre Blvd. would also be used,” 
Larson told the group last week. She said that the 
chamber had shelved the idea of promoting an 
assessment district in Sierra Madre since “it is not 
a good idea to add on another tax. Maybe later,” 
she said. 

Ruth Salem is chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce business directory. Larson asked the 
council what the city is expecting to do concerning 
the projection for a future moratorium on non¬ 
retail business. A couple of years ago the chamber 
had asked the council to hold non-retail businesses 
to second stories or the backs of buildings. 

Mayor Bartolai said, “It is not on the agenda 
for a future meeting. It has not been studied 
and nothing has been done.” 

ERA survey 

City Administrator Jim McRea reminded the 
group that a survey was being developed by ERA 
and perhaps that survey will tell the city whether 
retail or services are better for the town. 

“Within 30 days the information gathering and 
the beginning of the analysis will take place. During 
the next 30 days we will review that information 
regarding local and regional needs. And within the 
last 30 days ERA will compile the information 
into a report. We need a task force of Chamber 
of Commerce members to meet with the City Council 
and ERA,” McRea said. 

Larson continued to describe the Village Mar¬ 
ket concept proposed by Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce. The Main Street Board is also interested 
in assisting with the market which was Council¬ 
man George Maurer’s original idea. 

“We would ask permission to close Kersting 
Court, maybe Sierra Madre Blvd. We would invite 
retailers to take part with their goods and 
bring others in, also. When it comes to produce, 
what do we do about local markets? With a lowered 
fee they could come and sell.” 

Councilman Maurer said, “The idea was to 
combine resources for a giant garage sale. We could 


approach organizations for rummage monthly and 
run sales during May, June, July, August, et 
cetera . . . We could centralize all these garage sales 

and get them off the streets.” 

Larson said, “We may start slow until word 
gets around. We’re working on the long-term. It 
may take six months to a year to get it in place. 

It could be a street fair, not just a farmers’ 
market. We could have mimes, jugglers, music, 
maybe a cookoff. The town of Vista, who has a sale 
like this, makes between $28,000 and $30,000 a 
year.” 

Main Street report 

Don Murphy, chairman of the Main Street 
Steering Committee, discussed the four areas of 
Main Street: Promotion, Organization, Economic 
Restructuring and Design. 

Jan Reed, co-chair with Tracy Miller of the 
Main Street Promotional Council, reported weekly 
meetings, every Thursday at 8 a.m. at city hall. 
Anyone interested in becoming a part of this func¬ 
tioning committee is invited to attend these meetings. 

This Promotion Council has earmarked several 
special promotion dates for the year: Wistaria Fete, 
promotion with Mt. Wilson Trail Race, July 4, 
Christmas and a Treasure Hunt promotion that 
would be a hunt with clues throughout the busi¬ 
ness district. Also planned is a Treasures of Sierra 
Madre cookbook with all merchants participating. 
Each merchant would have in his/her store receipt 
printed on cards. Patrons would need to go to all 
participating stores and pick up the recipe cards 
to complete their cookbook. 

Doug Delahooke, representing Larson and him¬ 
self as co-chairs of the Organization Committe, 
talked about long-term funding that is being addressed. 

“Our charge is to come up with a work plan 
that can be completed by various task forces. We need 
manpower and money and we hope for a long¬ 
term relationship with the Chamber of Commerce. 
As other money sources we are looking at both pri¬ 
vate and commercial efforts.” 

Task force in place 

Helen Elliott, speaking on Economic Restruc¬ 
turing which she co-chairs with Don Grossman, re¬ 
ported that her group is getting a task force in 
place to work with ERA (which has been described 
earlier). “We will contact them on a daily basis if 
necessary for direction of where we are headed here 
in Sierra Madre. We are anxiously awaiting their re¬ 
port. They are professionals. We are not.” 

Don Murphy co-chairs the Design Committee 
with Patricia Hofer and he discussed the need for a 
design review of building facades in downtown 
Sierra Madre. “It needs to be looked at on the front 
end. They should submit plans before continuing 
with working drawings. What is the town? What 
should it become? There is a need to control and 
direct all environment including paintings in park¬ 
ing lots. At embryonic stages, they (prospective 
renovators) need to talk with the City Council. They 
need guidance . . . If left generic, it’s purposeless.” 

City Administrator McRea said, “The design 
review ordinance is in place. The sign ordinance 
needs work.” 

Murphy commented,” Regardless of freedom for 
expression. Sierra Madre has a village quality.” 
Trying to be definitive 

Hofer, the co-chair, added, “We are trying to 
be definitive. We hope to do something that is last¬ 
ing. We need more time.” 

Nancy McGrain, another Design Committee 
member, added, “About two months for an initial 
rough.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Crow summed up the MSI 
report on the fee structure of Sierra Madre and how 
it may be improved, “We’ll feel the thrust of trying 
to improve the water, sanitary, street, refuse, street 
sweeping and maintenance directions of the city. 
We are trying to go through this in the 
budget and will need the understanding of the 
city. We’ll try to improve the quality but it will pun¬ 
ish peoples’ pocketbooks. We need to find a way 
to keep you in the circuit.” 

The group decided to meet again on Thursday, 
July 13, 6:30 to 8 p.m.
